Budapest, Hungary—<#—The Rumanian Iron Guard was reported today 


to have taken a bloody revenge on the regime of former King Carol II 
early today by executing 64 political prisoners near the grave of Corneliu 
Zelea Codreanu, founder of the guard. 


They fell under the rifle fire of a troop of Iron Guardists at Buchar- 


est's grim Jilava prison, according to the Hungarian news agancy and 
other corroborative sources which penetrated the censorship imposed in 
Rumania by the Iron Guard government of Premier General Ion An- 
tonescu. 


This censorship virtually isolated the turbulent Balkan nation from 


neighboring countries from midnight on. but German and Hungarian 
sources managed to send the story out of Bucharest by using legation 
telephones. 


All judges and gendarmes alleged to have had a part in the mass killing 


of Iron Guardists when Carol was on the throne were reported shot. 


The firing squad purge was said to have been carried out in the same 


manner that many hundreds of Guardists were executed before the nazi- 
inclined guard seized .power in Rumania, forced Carol to abdicate in Sep- 
tember and began a close alignment of Rumania with Germany. 


Among those reported executed at 1:30 a. m. today, a few hours after 


Premier Antonescu returned from Berlin where he signed the axis pact 
for Rumania, were former Premier George Argesanu; General Gabriel 
Marinescu, a former cabinet minister and prefect of police in Bucharest,

Sharp Blows Against Axis 


Police Chief 
Lists Winter 
Safety Hints 


Skidding Is Most 
Serious of Winter 
Driving Hazards 


A careful consideration of prac- 


tical prevention methods now may 
save lives during the winter. Chief 
of Police George T. Prim said today 
in revealing results of research by 
the National Safety council which 
are expected to cut down the sharp 
increase of deaths and accidents 
during the cold months in northern 
cities. 


Skidding and inadequate traction 


were proved the most serious of 
winter hazards, the tests showed. 
Stopping distances on ice without 
tire chains or sand are from five to 
ten times longer than on dry pave- 
ment, and on packed snow three to 
five times longer, it has been re- 
vealed. 


Reduced visibility was shown as 


the second most important winter 
danger because of longer hours of 
darkness, snow and fog. 


Chief Prim recommended study 


of the following safe winter driving 
tips, based on the new research of 
the TJational Safety council: 


"Check 
brakes. 
Unequalized 


brakes start skids. Keep tire chains, 
windshield w i p e r s , defrosters, 
lights, and other vital winter equip- 
ment in good condition and use 
when needed. 


"Speeds on ice should not be ex 


cessive even 
when sand or tire 


chains are used. 


"Lowering tire pressure is not 


recommended. This common prac- 
tice does not increase traction 
enough, and any slight gain is more 
than offset by decreased resistance 
to side skids. Non-skid tread tires 
are helpful on dry and wet pave- 
ments and to a limited degree on 
soft fresh snow. On ice or packed 
snow, however, good treads give no 
more"' anti-skid 
protection 
than 


smooth tires. 


Tire Chains 


''The use of tire chains 5s the 


most practical means of self-help 
for. increasing traction on snowy 
and icy roads. On rear "wheels 
alone they provide necessary for- 
ward traction and decrease braking 
distances by 40 per cent. 


"Actual 
braking distances on 


snow and ice vary. Average dis- 
tances at 20 miles per hour follow: 
dry pavement 21 feet, wet pave- 
ment 26 feet; packed snow: good 
tires 69 feet, chains rear wheels 40 
feet, chains all wheels 28 feet; glare 
ice: good tires 168 feet, chains rear 
wheels 88 feet, chains all wheels 
63 feet. 


"Maintain clear vision through 


windshield and windows, and be 
sure lights are adequate. 


"On wet and even dry pavement, 


always anticipate ice on bridges, in 
shaded spots, around curves and 
over hills, and when thawing tem- 
peratures are dropping. 


"Start on ice by releasing the 


clutch slowly, with engine idling 
and the car in second gear,.and ac- 
celerate cautiously to avoid spin- 
ning the rear 
wheels. 
Without 


chains on an icy road, it is unsafe 
to overtake .and pass vehicles m 
urban areas and hazardous in rural 
areas unless the road ahead is clear 
for at least a half mile. 


"Pump the brakes in stopping on 


snow or ice to keep the wheels 
rolling and maintain better direc- 
tional control. Slow down in gear 
lo about 10 miles an hour, then re- 
lease the clutch for the final stop. 


"Keep a steady foot on the ac- 


celerator to avoid spinning the rear 
wheels. If a skid starts, turn the 
front wheels in the same direction 
the rear is skidding—if possible. . 


"When streets are slippery 
try 


out the brakes occasionally to get 
the feel of the road Keep speed 
down and car in gear. Avoid any 
situation requiring quick stops and

Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison—Controlling and guard* 


ing against the floodwater fury of 
Wisconsin's earliest and most his- 
toric thoroughfare, the Fox-Wiscon- 
sin waterway system, is the job of 
the Portage levee commission. 


One of the least publicized -and 


least-expensive 
divisions of 
the 


state government, the commission 
spends 'only $3.800 a year in state 
funds, and maintains its headquar- 
ters in Portage. 


During the last few years, how- 


ever, its.program has been acceler- 
ated and expanded greatly through 
the aid of federal work relief funds. 
More than $200,000 has been spent 
during the last four years in the 
construction and maintenance of a 
system of earth-works to keep the 
Wisconsin river in its course dur- 
ing spring floods, and to prevent 
overflowing into the Fox river. 


The system includes, according to 


the last report, more than 8 miles of 
levees on the north side of the Wis- 
consin river which protect not only 
the city, of Portage, but also the 
upper Fox river valley from Port- 
age to Oshkosh. 


Protect Farm Lands 


There are also nine miles of 


levees on the south side of the Wis- 
consin for the protection of farm 


1 lands between the Wisconsin and 
Baraboo rivers. 


Most of the 
government work 


relief funds, engineers in charge of 
the project explain, have been used 
to build shore protection works to 
supplement the earth levees. Stone 
paving and riprap has also been In- 
stalled in many sections to prevent 
damage to the river banks by the 
heavy floods which occur in the 
Wisconsin valley

American public opinion, as disclosed 


by numerous tests, favors continued and

Trie Perils of Democracy 


One of the great dangers of all forms 


of government is that they decay while 
the people are unaware of the process. 


In fact just as the public is surest that 


the form of government prevailing is 
sound and dependable it may be on the 
brink of collapsing with a crash like a 
felled giant of the forest. 


There is so much proof of this asser- 


tion examples may be picked at random 
anywhere. There is France of 1940. There 
is Germany of 1918. And there is Greece 
in the days of Socrates. 
/ 


Confidence ran superlatively high in 


many quarters in France but recently. 
Only those who realized fully what the 
recent policies of government had ac- 
complished by way of paralysis creeping 
silently everywhere were apprehensive. 
The Germans of the World War No. 1 
period who read of the stupid acts of 
their goveinmcnt could hardly believe 
their eyes. 
It had been drummed into 


them from morning until night that the 
Kaiser luled by a mandate from heaven 
and that nothing mattered at Berlin ex- 
cepting efficiency. 
They found that the 


mandate from heaven was written by the 
Kaiser himself and that while some rules 
of efficiency prevailed nothing was per- 
mitted to intcrfcic with the presumption 
that noble blood was always right. 


So with democracies, ancient and mod- 


ern. 
The people lull themselves into 


a dopy sense of security occasioned by the 
reiterated story that in democracies the 
people rule and favoritism, preferences, 
trickery and bald hypocrisy could never 
get by their eyes unchallenged. 


Socrates was a great and honest think- 


er,—too great and too honest for the 
Athenian democracy to tolerate. 
Only 


five years before he was put to death a 
popular uprising had smashed the rule 
of the Thirty Tyrants. And when dem- 
ocracy came in Socrates considered it fit 
and proper to point to its blunders. For 
this he was brought to trial on charges 
of irreligion, which is an old feint of 
those who would destroy a man's influ- 
ence but dare not charge him with his 
real offense which is opposition to them. 


And so he was condemned to death 


with the expectation that he would ask 
for mercy and the/ great, kind but hollow 
democracy would grant it and grow by 
the process. But the demagogues didn't 
know a man when they saw him. And 
Socrates was too much of a philosopher 
to fear death. It was bound to come any- 
way. 
Why not take it erect instead of 


groveling? 


Modern democracies have a subtler ap- 


proach as punishment for free speaking, 
free teaching or untrammeled thinking. 
The rebel against the demagogues is gen- 
erally flooded 
with 
their outpourings 


which consist of misrepresentation, abuse, 
slander and, often, the most shameless 
perjury. 


Socrates stood out against Humanity, 


And the people didn't know that human- 
ity is only a word whose definition its 
users do not even understand.

supplant destruction. And America should 
make the most of it since there will be 
plenty of instances where harm will result 
from the tumults of war.

Washington—Last week Bernard Baruch, sil- 


ver-haired head of the World War Industries 
Boards of 1917-18. attended a meeting of the Na< 
tional Defense commission of 1940 and gave a 
little talk on its work. In a fatherly way, he 
read his listeners a pointed lecture on the key 
weakness of the defense machinery. 


Insiders long have known that this weakness 


was a too wide diffusion of authority and lack 
of coordination in administration. 


"You have done a good job." Baruch said, 


"and deserve the thanks ot the country. But 
bluntly, gentlemen, it still is far short of what 
has to be done. The simple fact is that neither 
present production nor plans for future output 
are meeting our defense needs and the require- 
ments of the British. 


"You must remember that the axis is organiz- 


ing the whole economic might of Europe and 
Russia for a final conquering blow. What we do 
this winter to prepare for that onslaught will 
decide the fate of Britain and our country next 
spring. It is a lot later and the situation far 
more desperate than you may realize. 


"The people of the country are behind you 


and they want more to be done. They want the 
United States to arm to the hilt and to give the 
utmost mateiial aid "to Britain. There is n« 
question about that. And you must never forget 
that the United States today is the only country 
in the world that has an industrial system capa- 
ble of producing simultaneously both for de- 
fense and consumer needs. 


"The defense program, if wisely planned and 


efficiently directed, not only can save democ- 
racy from the totalitarian aggressors but also 
from the internal enemies of depression and un- 
employment. But that can't be done at the lei- 
surely pace we are now going." 


Penetrating as it was Baruch's talk missed 


the target in one major respect. The one man, 
above all others, who should have heard it was 
not present. 


He is the president of the United States, who 


has the responsibility and the power to act. 
DEFENSE WEAKNESSES 


The president is fully informed of what is 


going on abi oad, and the weaknesses of the De- 
fense Commission have repeatedly been called 
to his attention by officials whom he trusts." 


Briefly summarized, here are some of the ma- 


jor defects in the National Defense Advisory 
commission and jts cooperation with the army 
which have been called to Roosevelt's attention: 


1. The Defense Commission is an advisory 


body. It was created by executive order and. has 
no statutory status, no real powers. • Its chief 
functions arc to ensure raw materials, help find 
factory production, guarantee labor standards, 
and protect the consumer. But the army and 
navy can ignore its advice—unless the president 
•personally intervenes, and obviously it is im- 
possible for him to !:eep an eye on everything. 


2. Even within the defense commission itself, 


the organization is nebulous. Each of the seven 
commissioners is independent of the others. La- 
bor Commissioner Sidney Hillman. can. put 
through a set of labor principles and even Jhave 
them accepted by the White House, but'these. 
principles may be completely ignored by Pro- 
duction Commissioner Knudsen. 
• 
„> Y 


3. Much of the defense commission's organiza- 


tion is duplicated by the army, which also has 
set up a huge supply; machinery. Part of this 
probably, is necessary^<*ince. the defense com- 
mission only passes upon orders over $500,000, 
but unquestionably there is-jealousy between 
the army and the defense -commission. 


4. Toward the end -of the election campaign, 


many of the defense commission's staff, com- 
posed largely of Willkie boosters, became en- 
gulfed in a vacuum ot uneasiness and uncer- 
tainly. Apparently they were confident that 
"Willkie 'would win, and some of them have not 
yet recovered. 


Real fact is that facing each other across' 


Pennsylvania avenue are two great mushroom 
military growths. One is the army, the normal 
agency of defense, which of late has added per- 
sonnel by the score. The other is the defense 
commission, a sort of super-preparedness coun- 
cil. But no one knows which of these is the real 
boss. 


And even within the defense commission it- 


self, there is no boss. Relations between com- 
missions are on a purely personal basis. Knudsen 
and Stettmius happen to be good friends, so 
each knows exactly what the other is doing. 
Other commissioners who don't happen to be 
close don't always know what the rest are doing. 
LABOR GOODWILL 


One point made by Bernard Baruch in his 


talk before the defense commission was the 
necessity of having the goodwill of labor. With- 
out this, he said, speed was impossible. 


Roosevelt made a good start on this when on 


Sept. 13 he sent congress'a special message out- 
lining labor standards which were to be fol- 
lowed in letting government contracts. How- 
ever, it was not until ten days ago thai the army 
actually wrote these standards into its contracts. 
Meanwhile many of these labor standards have 
been ignored. 


For instance, when the contract for airplane 


engines Vas signed with Ford exactly one day 
after election, it caused a terrific furore in la- 
bor citcles. But what labor did not know was 
that when the aimy first prepared the contract 
it even forgot to insert a clause requiring the 
Ford Company to comply with the Walsh- 
Healey Act. Sccict fact is that it was the Foid 
Company which noticed the omission and called 
it to the attention of the army, which then in- 
serted the clause. 


The excuse of the army regarding its failure 


to put labor specifications into these contracts, 
is. 1st. that it is working at breakneck speed; 
2nd. that the various labor laws already are the 
law of the land and no special contract is re- 
quired for compliance. 


This, however, is a point which labor does not 


appreciate, and there has been more and more 
grumbling because labor safeguards have not 
been written into army contracts. In fact, al 
ready there i< t.ilk of a strike against tfie Ford 
Company because of its new contract and iU 
failure to live up to labor relations board rulings. 


During the campaign, the president met all 


inner circle complaints about the defense com- 
mission with assurances that as soon as the 
election was over he would give his whole at- 
tention to the problem and there would be far- 
reaching rc-orsanizstion. But three weeks have 
passed and so far there is no indication that any 
action is imminent.

gress," said Jones and reached for 
another potato. 


Only 12 His Senior

across the well to his seat. 
He 


came with a knowledge of law, ac- 
quired at Southwestern University 
at Georgetown, Tex., the University 
of Texas, and practice in Amarillo. 
3e came with a knowledge of fami- 
ng acquired through years when 
he worked shoulder to shoulder 
with his father ... a tenant farmer. 


With this knowledge, a friendly 


disposition, a predilection for re- 
search, and reputation for being 
one of the most laconic members 
of Congress when not on his feet 
on the floor of "the House fightinj 
for some measure. 
Jones ham- 


mered his way to the top of the 
congressional heap. 
' For nine years, he has been chair- 
man of'the committee on agricul- 
ture, has been one of the Presi- 
dent's most trusted advisers on all 
'arm problems, and has 
steered 


hrou'gh the House almost every im- 
portant piece, of the president ad- 
ministration's 'farm legislation.

DISINFECTION 


One of the most frequent queries 


from readers concerns the question 
of using shoes, furs, hats, clothing, 
blankets, bed linen, upholstered 
furniture, beds, mattresses, rugs, 
dishes, draperies, 
hangings, table 


linen, coats, stockings, gloves, un- 
derwear, towels, combs, hair brush- 
es, handkerchiefs, bath tubs, rooms, 
houses and furniture or fitments 
which have been used by persons 
with communicable diseases. 


Somewhere between mysophobia 


(morbid or insane dread or fear of 
dirt) and sanitary asepsis or scien- 
tific cleanliness there is a sensible 
and safe course to follow in refer- 
ence to this question of using or de- 
stroying such things. 


In the records of modern medi- 


cine and sanitation, so far as my rc- 
seach shows, there is no authentic 
instance of the spread of infection 
or disease of serious nature by the 
use of any of the second 
hand 


things above mentioned if 
the 


things wcrn given the ordinary 
cleaning that makes soiled clothing 
safe to wear—that is, soap and wa- 
ter washing and ironing, or dry 
cleaning, or just airing for a day in 
the sun 


With minor exceptions which will 


be mentioned presently, ordinary 
soap and water washing, preferably 
hot water, is adequate "precaution" 
to take in treating clothing, linen, 
furniture, floors, and anything else 
that can be washed. Dry cleaning is 
adequate for clothing that can't be 
washed. For gloves, shoes, hatbands 
or other things that have been worn 
by any one. the best precaution 
against spread of such annoying but 
not serious troubles as ringworm

North opens the heart king. What 


is. your play at the second trick, and 
what is your plan for the entire 
hand? 


In my official answer I pointed 


out that a "dummy reversal" line 
of play had by all odds the best 
chance of success, this particularly 
m view of th^e fact that declarer 
could determine very clearly in the 
play whether or not trumphs were 
going to break 3-2: if a 4-1 break 
developed, that he could easily shift 
to the plan of drawing adverse 
trumps, eventually taking the dia- 
mond finesse. Thus the eminently 
correct plan was to ruff a heart 
immediately after winning with the 
ace. then to lay down one high 
trump from the West hand before 
cashing a high trump in dummy. 
This precise order of plays was vi- 
tal for two separate but strongly 
related seasons: (a) To retain the 
requisite entries in dummy and (b) 
to discover at the 
fourth trick 


whether a trump break could be 
counted on. Contestants who chose 
to lead one spade honor from dum- 
my before ruffing a heart would 
find that they were one entry short 
in dummy — that is, they would be 
unable to return after ruffing all 
the hearts in order to draw the last 
outstanding trump. 


To my great astonishment, many 


examinees objected to the official 
answer on the ground that it did 
not guard against a 5-0 break! True. 
but scarcely pertinent! To guard 
against such a trump 
break, it 


would be necessary to abandon any 
thought of ruffing out dummy's 
hearts, and this in turn would force 
declarer to take the diamond fi- 
nesse. This finesse has precisely 
an even chance, whereas the 5-0 
trump break occurs only four times 
in a hundred cases. It seems rea- 
sonable to me to conclude that a 
player can afford to ignore a 4 per 
cent risk in order to avoid a 50 per 
cent risk.

Teach Child Essentials of 
Behavior Early in Life

Thia list of questions has been sent to me by • troubled parent and, at 


the questions are common ones, I am answering them here .in the hope 
that the answers may be helpful to this parent and others who are-askinf 
the same questions of themselves daily. 


1. Should a four-year-old child be ignored when he is naughty^and not 


be corrected? Will he stop being naughty overnight and learn to be good 
without being taught; or should you correct him and teach him to behave? 


All children have to be corrected, gently and firmly and consistently, so 


that good behavior may become a habit early in their lives. They will not 
change into well-behaved children if they are allowed to grow into bad 
habits for any length of time. To allow children to go untrained is to do 
them a grave injury. 


The parents or guardian must be wise enough to select the one error, 


the right time, the right way, for correction. Only essentials are to be cen- 
tered. These form the foundation of good behavior. By limiting the teach* 
ing and correction to essentials we avoid nagging, a deadly thing and 
most harmful to children.

No May With Meals 


2. Is it right to let a child play 


while he is eating—or should he sit 
at table until he has finished eating? 


A child should be trained to be- 


have "properly at table, at least as 
well as he is able," which means that 
he is to eat correctly, behave po- 
litely, remain to the end of the 
meal, or until he is excused at the 
end of his meal. Very young chil- 
dren should have their meals apart 
from the family because eating a 
full meal with grown people is too 
much of a strain for a child of two 
years or so.

No, I think that promising him he 


can go and then not taking him is 
the worse of two bad situations. A 
promise is sacred. Once broken, to 


the child it cannot be repaired and 
his faith is shaken. When he a told 
he cannot go and then later told 
that he can, he may think that this 
parent is easy, one can wiggle 
around his "No" and make it into 
"Yes," but there is that doubt that 
maybe he can't work it always. This 
is not the best relationship that can 
be established, but it is not the 
worst. The broken promise is the 
worst one. 


Parents should be cautious about 


this and be slow to promise or to 
deny children's requests. Better be 
safe than sorry, and a delayed per- 
mission is not as bad as a broken 
word, on either side of the question.

his furnace fire. He &>uld walk into 
a stone wall and vanish from sight 
He could turn lead into gold."

man of 700 years ago made a hobby 
of magic. 


There is no doubt that he tried 


to turn lead, brass and quicksilver 
into gold. Like other alchemists, he 
hoped to produce riches in that way. 


\Ve may picture Bacon in his 


workroom. In it he has a stove or 
furnace in which he heats metals 
while he carries on his tests. 


Into the place comes a monk who 


has heard of the strange things be- 
ing done, and wants to know more 
about them. Bacon, himself, is « 
monk, or friar. He has fear of the 
visitor, since a report to the church 
might name him as one who follow- 
ed "black mpgic." 


Despite his fear. Bacon smiles on 


the monk, and tells him a few 
things about the furnace. He hopes 
that- no trouble will come from the 
visit. 


It may be that neither the ironk's 


visit nor the workshop brought mis- 
fortune, but certain it is that Bacon 
did not escape. He was cast into 
prison.

' 
munitions and ships. England's financial difficulty 
concerns dollar exchange rather than her real assets, 
which are still-enormous. Ways can be found to adjust 
the exchange difficulty without opening up the pro- 
vocative issue of repealing the Johnson act, which al- 
ready has stirred violent senatorial opposition. 


The real question is whether the United States can 


supply enough war material to enable the British to 
stay in the war. Britain's fate now depends upon our 
industry. Whether Britain can gain mastery of the air 
will depend upon whether we can give it to her. 
Britain alone is no match for German war industry: 
Unless we can provide the difference, Britain is in a 
losing race against Nazi war production. 


Returning to Washington from a trip home. Lord 


Clapper 
Lothian called, on President Roosevelt and said later: 


/"My discussion of conditions was optimistic—providing we get some help 
,from you." 
• That was an understatement. It is not some help that Britain needs but 
a lot of help, much more than we are giving. We are sending Britain 36 
• new flying fortresses—that is, when they are finished. The last of them 
will not be ready until March. 
Those are the planes Britain must 
have to increase her long-range of- 
fensive bombing of axis centers. We 
arc still some time away from pro- 
ducing 1000 planes a month. Bri- 
tain's share of those is not enough to 
enable her to overtake German pro- 
duction. 


President Roosevelt says that, for 


the moment, aid to Britain has 
reached a peak.

Our Order and Tntir Disorder 


From all the diplomatic spec- 


tack* of the put few months one 
conclusion is evident: the "new 
order" proclaimed by the axis is 
merely a fancy nanvt for the ter- 
ritory that the German army is able 
to occupy. The boundaries of this 
new order extend exactly as far, 
but no farther, than the striking 
power of the German army; the 
duration of the new order 
will, 


therefore, be as long, but no long- 
er, than the German army is able to 
be the mighty but localized force 
which it now is. In spite of fifth 
columns, in spite, of the most per- 
sistent and elaborate propaganda, 
there is no single example of the 
voluntary participation of any na- 
tion in the new order. All that the 
fifth columns have ever done any- 
where is to 'destroy the resistance 
of nations, and then deliver .them 
bound and gagged to the conqueror. 
Never have they convinced any na- 
tion so that it consented freely'to 
participation in the new order. 


The history of EuApe since the 


fall of France has shown clearly 
that the axis can control and can 
administer only those lands which 
the German army can hold. Any 
territory which is out of reach of 
the German army is outside the 
new order and any territory within 
the control of the German army is 
part of this new order only as long 
as the German army is in occupa- 
tion. 


Thus there is no pretence even in 


Berlin that the Poles, the Czechs, 
the 
Danes, the Norwegians, the 


Dutch or the Belgians are in any 
sense willing members of the new 
order. It is plain beyond dispute 
that these peoples submit only be- 


cause there is military occupation 
and only in so far as they are 
coerced. It is just about as plain 
that Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Yugoslavia, and of course, Greece, 
resist the new order as much as 
they can, as long as they dare, and 
that even when they must submit, 
they wait only for the opportunity 
to rebel and become free again. 


Certainly France is not a willing 


or a reliable member of the new 
order. Iii occupied France, the peo- 
ple submit and wait for the day of 
liberation; 
in unoccupied France 


•the partisans of full cooperation 
with the axis are obviously • small 
minority, almost a small conspiracy, 
who can carry out their purposes 
only by destroying the resistance of 
the French people. Outside of con- 
tinental France there is loyalty to 
Marshal Petain and a sense of soli- 
darity with his government, but the 
French empire is not adhering to 
the new order and waits for the 
day when its independence is once 
again secured. 
Turkey and Egypt N« 
Part of the New Order 


Turkey and Egypt, at one end of 


the Mediterranean, are certainly no 
pa t of the new order: the question 
for them is solely a military ques- 
tion, there being no doubt that their 
choice is with Britain and the free 
nations. At the other end of :he 
Mediterraanean in Spain, there ere 


controlling fact is the German army. 
All else is secondary or it la dip- 
lomatic stage-management. 


There is in fact no new order in 


Europe. For the difference between 
a military occupation and an "or- 
der" is that the occupation ends 
when the army withdraws, whereas 
an order continues because it is 
based upon some acceptable princi- 
ple, upon some substance of law 
which men recognize, upon some 
•system of life to which they con- 
sent. There was once a Roman or- 
der in Europe. But before the Ro- 
man legions made their conquests 
there was a Rome dispensing the 
Roman law. There is no such thing 
as that in Germany: there is not in 
Germany today, as there was in an- 
cient Rome, a law-giving and law- 
making authority to bind together 
the lands which the legions con- 
quered. There is no German Senate, 
no German constitution, no Ger- 
man hereditary monarchy: there 
are only the decrees and improvisa- 
tions of the Fuehrer, and because 
they are in no sense of the word 
laws, they have effect only where 
they can be imposed by force. 


There was a medieval order in 


Europe, the order of Christendem, 
and it was an order because it was 
based on laws which all men, even 
the emperor and the kings and the 
feudal lords, recognized as superior 
to their own will. There was a mod- 
ern order in Europe after the Con- 
press of Vienna based upon a sys- 
tern of treaties and a regime of pub- 


authority, or even a mere partner- 
ship of five and take. The nearest 
analogy to it is the temporary em- 
pire of Napoleon Bonaparte, and 
yet that empire at its zenith was 
more nearly like a new order than 
anything which Hitler has yet con- 
structed.
